“The goal for the (CSUS) committee is to review the 
report and make recommendations to the senate in 
terms of how we could implement programs to address the 
issue and how to respond to them,” said Harriet Taniguchi, 
area manager for educational support and adviser to the 
committee.

“The forum localizes issues 
from a national perspective,” said 
Professor Duane Campbell, director 
of Peace-War Studies 

“To understand the inequities in 
the university is not a single issue, it's 
complex,” Campbell said 

Speakers addressed a wide range 
of issues, including women's issues, 
ethnic studies, education about nu 
Clear reality, what's wrong with the 
student government and South Africa 
and the Airo- Amenican student, among 
others 

Campbell opened the day's 


events with remarks on the university 
as a democratic sphere in an increas 
ingly closed society. In his speech 
Campbell focused on the inequelities 
that have existed in the educational 
system and those that stll exist 

Campbell also outhned the differ 
ences between the community col 
leges, the CSU system and the UC 
system. “The state of California 
spends some $4,300 per student per 
year in the UC system, some $3,200 
per student per year in the CSU, and 
some $1,700 per student per year in 
the community colleges,” Campbell 
said 

Campbell called for equal funding

It also called for construction of a fence to mark the 
jboundaries of the Hopi territory. This fence separated 
‘thousands of people from their ancestral land and temples 

“It's the ancestry that makes up the people of Big 
Mountain. These people are tied to the land from birth 
when their umbilical cords are buried, which binds them 
to Mother, to the land,” Stevens explained. 

“These people were placed here long ago by the 

‘government on a barren piece of land the white people 
didn’t want,” Stevens said. Now, because of the discovery 
of coal, uranium, oil and natural gas the government wants 
to sell the land or lease the mineral rights to the Peabody 
Coal Co. and other companies. 

The people of Big Mountain “are getting 15 cents per 
ton of coal mined, while they're selling it for $50 per ton,” 
Stevens said. 

Stevens cited some of the effects of uranium mining, 
saying, “Indian men forced in the mines suffer a mortality 
rate of 70 percent due to radiation; Indian women are 
unable to complete pregnancies due to radiation poisoning

the outcome of secondary schooling for Hispanics 

There are currently 1,184 students enrolled in CSUS 
who have defined themselves as “Chicano” and “other 
Hispanic,” which accounts for seven percent of the general 
student population. Research shows that a substantial 
number will not complete their college education and of 
those who do, few will pursue a graduate degree 

“The most important thing is to make people realize

and Indian children are born with a high rate of birth 
defects and suffer from radiation sickness and leukemia 
because of exposure to uranium. These uranium piles are 
abandoned by United Nuclear, Kerr-McGee and others.” 

Relocation, according to Stevens, “leads to alcoholism, 
mental illness and the disintegration of family life.” 

“Sometimes I wish I could be like others and just be a 
student, go home and forget about these things. But I can't. 
It’s always on my conscience and in my heart,” Stevens 
said. 

“I'm helping because I see this: If 15,000 people are 
going to be forced from their homes, what's going to stop 
them (the government) from going to my reservation and 
relocating my family and friends? It can set legal 
precedents for relocation,” said Stevens, a Paiute Indian 
from Nevada. 

“Of the 371 treaties made in this nation with the 
indians, 371 have been broken,” Stevens said. “History 
keeps repeating itself. The government doesn’t seem to 
learn, or maybe they do and see how easy it is to go back 
on their word 


recommendations will be acted upon and will have a 
positive impact on Hispanic students 

“My general interest for the committve is to broaden 
the awareness of the entire campus so that it becomes 
almost second nature to think that no matter what you're 
doing, what are the implications of this for overcoming 
underrepresentation and for ensuring education equality,” 
said Bess 

Bess said students collectively could play a significant 
role in addressing the issue. “I think the student 
government could be a great force,” he said 

“People can only ignore the realities of how our society 
is Changing for so long.

| Fee election violated codes 


The California Education Code 
allows the student body at each of the 
19 CSU campuses to vote an in- 
creased assessment of their student 
activities ‘ee by a majority vote. 
Realizing that there could be a 
potential for an election to be called 
and conducted without following 
specific guidelines insuring fairness in 
such elections, the CSU Trustees 
adopted administrative codes relating 
to student elections. All 19 CSU 
campuses are bound by this trustee 
policy. 

The administrative code reads: 
“The election shall be called by 
posting notices in three public places 
on the campus at least two weeks 
before the election and by publishing 
the notice once a week for two weeks 
in the campus newspapers the 
notice shall set forth the time of the 
election, the location of the polls, and 
the hours during which the polls will 
be open.” 


The special fee increase election 
which took place February 13 and 14 
didn’t follow this administrative code, 
nor did it follow ASI’s own election 
code which requires the publicizing of 
all polling stations for ASI elections 
“at least two weeks prior to the start 
of voting.” 

The only campus publicity on the 
election was in The State Hornet, only 
one day before the election! So, 
students who do not attend classes on 
Wednesday, the day The Hornet is 
published, probably had no know/l- 
edge that a fee increase election was 
even taking place. 

it is unfortunate that students 
weren't aware fiat arf @ectibn was 
taking place, esteimg them to pay 
additional fees. In addition to the 


confusion, inaccurate information on 
polling times was distributed to the 
student body via Zhe Hornet, which 
obtained its incorrect information 
from a member of the ASI Board. 
Thus, students were misled that they 
could participate in the election until 
8:30 p.m. each night of the election 
ASI Elections Coordinator closed the 
polls at 6:00 p.m. on Thursday and 
3:00 p.m. on Friday. We have knowl- 
edge that many students who read 
The Hornet attempted to vote, only to 
find the polls already shut down. 

The focus of our complaint also 
centers around the obvious violations 
of the California Open Meeting Law 
which is applicable to student associa- 
tions at CSU campuses. The law 
reads: “No governing board shall take 
action on any issue until that issue has 
been publicly posted for at least one 
week.” The amendments which were 
introduced and voted on at the same 
meeting (which is in violation of this 
law) had not been properly posted 
One may, at first, believe this is a 
technicality, but the amendments did 
more than merely increase the 
amount of the student activities fee 
The amendments increased the pro- 
posed student fee to $13 per semester, 
earmarking $8, or approximately 
$360,000 yearly for athletics (Trus- 
tee policy does not allow funds to be 
earmarked for specific interests. ) 
Furthermore, the resolution changed 
the polling places from the usual 
locations to one station in the North 
Gym. (By the way, this is the only 
station which received a majority 
vote in favor of the fee.) 

Robert's Rules of Order governs 
the conduct of all ASI Board Meet- 
ings as per ASI statute. The Newly 
Revised Edition explains that amend- 


ments cannot be adopted that make 
the proposed changes greater than 
that for which notice has been given. 
In other words, the ASI Board was in 
violation of its own policies by 
adopting the amendments. 


It’s important to also mention that 
there seemed to be support from the 
ASI Board to investigate new ways of 
obtaining additional revenue and 
possibly support a modest fee increase 
to expand ASI programs. But, the 
amendments approved by the ASI 
Board were “ramrodded” in such a 
manner that no public notice was 
given, and there was no student 
tesumony for or against the increase. 
Even members of the ASI Board were 
not aware that the resolution was 
going to be changed to ask for a 
greater fee increase. In fact, two 
members of the ASI Board have 
testified that had they known the 
resolution was going to be amended 
before the vote was taken, they 
“would have missed their classes to 
vote against it.” In other words, if all 
members were given knowledge of 
the devious actions that were to 
occur, the resolution wouldn't have 
gotten the two-thirds required vote 
and thus would not have failed 


We are in support of a moderate 
fee increase to expand ASI programs 
such as the Children’s Center, Moun- 
tain Wolf Sports, Aquatic Center, 
Recycling Center, and Legal Aid for 
students. However, we insist that all 
fee increase proposals be laid on the 
table for open debate. The ASI Board 
should bend over backward to gua- 
rantee that students are informed of

Coral Browne 1s probably better known locally for her 
credit card commercial with her bug-zapping husband 
Vincent Price than for her most recent role in the film 
“Dreamchild.”

“A Grand Passion,” CSUS Pro- 
fessor Mary Mackey’s latest novel, 
can best be described as a series of 
tapestries. Using words as threads, 
Mackey weaves a panoply of images, 
rich imcolor and details. Yet the 
characters come alive for the reader as 
if touched by a magic wand. 

Three generations of women bring 
animation to the tapestries which 
have different settings but the same 
theme: Each woman is trying to 
balance a total commitment to ballet 
against life in the real world. Adjust- 
ments, sacrifices, compromises have 
to be made, and along the way, some 
vital part of their lives has to be 
jetusoned, all for the sake of dance. 

The first woman in this triple 
study is Natasha Ladanova. She is the 
pole around which her daughter and 
granddaughter spin. Born in Imperial 
Russia, she is trained in classicai ballet 
and at 16, falls in love with Sergei 
Maximov, a man whose destiny is 
irrevocably ved to her. She becomes 
the mistress of a member of the 
Romanov family and under his pro- 
tection, escapes from a Russia that has 
gone mad with revolt 
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Natasha is blessed with a talent 
that allows her to re-enter the world 
of dance. She goes to Paris, which in 
the years after World War I, is a 
beehive of intellectual activity. After 
working with Picasso, Cocteau and 
Chanel on an avant-garde ballet, she 
returns to Russia to save her former 
lover, the Grand Duke, and his family 
from the Reds. She also discovers 
she’s pregnant with Sergei’s child 

Her daughter, Winn, is the com 
plete opposite of Natasha. She doesn't 
fit into the mold created by her 
mother 

After a brief affair with Sergei, 
another daughter, Tatiana, iscon 
ceived. Natasha focuses her attention 
on her. Tatiana combines the talents 
and dedication of her father and

mother and strives to become a great 
dancer. 

But she is torn between having a 
personal life and her love for a man. 
She puts her dancing career on hold to 
follow him to Hollywood. Between 
an addiction to drugs and a bout with 
Polio, she is nearly defeated. The 
desire to dance, which can be both a 
blessing and a curse, takes control of 
her life, giving her a reason to live. 

Her daughter, Alysa, is a contrast 
to Natasha. Alysa’s attitude toward 
life is more modern, less intense, 
perhaps even less Russian than her 
grandmother's. But she is also pos- 
sessed by the demanding need to 
dance to the point where she almost 
loses everything she’s wanted since 
she was five years old. But like her 
grandmother, Alysa is a survivor 

Natasha Ladanova left a legacy 
more enduring than her talent. She 
created a dynasty of dancers who all 
share a grand passion 

Mary Mackey has also left a 
legacy. She created a fictional tapestry 
in which characters come to life and 
dance before the reader, as real as if 
they'd appeared on a stage 

Perhaps one word says it all
